The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: "microcapsule" in claims 10, 22 is not found in the 
specification. 

Claims 10, 16-18, 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Applicants claim a microsphere comprising two polymers. However, the 
method of making such a microsphere is not disclosed. In the usual method of making, 
namely, coascervation, a polymer is dissolved and then the solution is mixed with an 
immiscible liquid to form microspheres. It appears that using this method with two 
polymers with differing solubilities would be nontrivial. 



The IDS filed 9/21/04 is electronically unavailable to the examining- at this writing 
and will, therefore, be addressed in the next action. 
Claims 10, 16-18, 22 rejected.
